2. CLAIMS 

1 > A dehydrating washing machine comprising: 

a rotor provided on a bottom of an outer tub in an outer circumference of a 
wash/dehydrate basket; 

a pump chamber in rear of the rotor for drawing water between the outer tub 
and the dehydrate basket; 

an outlet channel provided from a bottom of the dehydrate basket to an upper 
portion of a side wall for discharging water of the pump chamber; 

a guiding plate provided at an upper end of the outer tub for changing inflow 
of the discharged water from an upper end of the outlet channel downwardly, and 

a lint filter provided higher than a preset water level for discharging the water 
discharged after the inflow being changed therethrough. 

2, A dehydrating washing machine of claim 1, wherein the lint filter is 
provided on a top of a balance ring in an upper end of a wall of the dehydrate basket, 
and the lint filter of a circular shajre is in. Ae outer tub. 

3. A dehydrating washing machine of claim. I, wherein the lint filter of a 
circular shape is provided on an inner circumferential wall of the balance ring of the 
upper end of the side wall of the dehydrated basket . 

3. BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF DRAWINGS 

FIG 1 is a longitudinal, sectional view illustrating a washing state of a 
dehydrating washing machine according to the present invention. 

FIG 2 is a sectional view illustrating a II - II line of FIG 1. 

FIG 3 is a longitudinal, sectional view of an upper part of the dehydrating 
washing machine according to another embodiment of the present invention.
